Washington, Dec. 28— Last week 
in the Senate, Arkansas's junior 
senator, Bill Fulbright, drew 
the 
tire v of a half dozen of the 
old 
timers when he rose to voi«e an 
objection to some 
of 
President 
Truman's 
appointments 
to 
the 
United States delegation to 
the 
lirst session of the iJnited Nations 
General Assembly. 
- The debate began when Senator 
Fulbright '•.-. asked Majority Leader 
Alben Barkley (D., Ky.) to "tell 
me a little about his (Frank C. 
Walker's) qualifications to serve." 
From then on, the going 
got 
rough. Senator Barkley, a member 
of the Senate Foreign 
Relations 
:Committee which had .recommend- 
ed confirmation of the 
appoint- 
ments, said that he was not pres- 
ent when the nominations 
"came 
up" but that "I think Mr. Walker 
was born in the state of Montana." 


Barkley Corrected 
Senator .Guffey (D., Pa.'i inter- 
posed the statement that Mr. Walk- 
er had moved 
to 
Montana 
and 
practiced law, then went to New 
York, and received 
an 
appoint- 
ment under President Roosevelt in 
1933 "as the head of one of the 
relief organizations, the name of 
which I have forgotten." 


At this point, Senator Fulbright 
reminded Barkley that the inquiry 
had been addressed to Mr. Walk- 
er's qualifications to speak and act 
for America in the UNO Assembly. 
Then, one after another, Senator 
Barkley, 
Wheeler 
(D., 
Mont.), 


Guffey, Tunell (D., Del), -O'Ma- 
honey (D., Wyo.) 
and McKellar 
(D., Tenn.) — Fulbright's seniors 
in years and in length of service— 
took, issue with the young Arkan- 
san, who in recent weeks has irked 
,the Senate veterans by daring to 
/ criticize the administration's 
for- 
eign policy. His criticism had come 
not only on the floor but by radio 
and at public lorums. He was dis- 
turbed, and the members of the 
Senate Foreign Relauons Commit- 
tee were aware that, by implica- 
tion at least, a substantial part of 
the criticism was directed at them. 


Qualifications Enumerated 
His suggestion, that some of the 
president's 
UNO Assembly 
ap- 
pointees, in particular former Post- 
master General Walker and for- 
mer United States Senator John 
G. Townsend Jr. 
of Delaware, 
were not -equipped by experience 
or knowledge to serve effectively, 
provided an opportunity for 
Ful- 
bright's elders to rush to "put him 
in his place." 


Here are some of the "qualifica- 
tions" which Walker's 
defenders 
cited: 
Barkley: "Mr. Walker is a man 


of broad experience in national af- 
fairs . . . He is a conscientious, 
upright, honorable 
public-spirited 


man," 


Wheeler: "He is a very able and 
a fine gentleman . . . He prac- 
ticed law in Butte. . . .He was a 
member of the legislature . . . He 
became treasurer of the 
Demo- 
cratic National Committee. Then 
he became postmaster general. He

None of the senators attempted 
to make out a case for Mr. Walker 
of Mr. Townsend as men with a 
profound interest in or knowledge 
of international affairs, and Sena- 
tor Fulbright kept 
bringing 
his 
hecklers back to his point, which 
he summed up: "It seems to me 
high time that this country makes 
some effort to develop people with 
experience and background to rep- 
resent us in international 
confer- 
ences." 


The debate brought out the fact 


that only five members of the For- 
eign Relations 
Committee 
were 


present when the nominations were 
given perfunctory approval. 


Complimented by Two 
In closing the discussion which 


he conceded "would have no effect 
whatever" on the appointments al- 
ready 
made, 
Senator 
Fulbright 
commented: 


"I hope the president will 
not 
pass the (future) 
appointments 


around to friends who are 
nice 


gentlemen, 
honest and 
deserving 


in many respects, but who are not 
narticuiarly qualified to: assume 
the duties which they 
would be 
called upon to 'perform . . . If we 
do not 
make 
this 
organization 


(UNO) 
effective, the atomic bomb 


will solve P-ll our nroblems." 


Senator Fulbright was not with- 
oul sympathizers on the floor. Two 
young colleagues, Ball (R., Minn.) 
and Morse, (H., Ore.), compliment- 
ed him upon haying "performed a 
public service" in speaking out.
